Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Applicant's arguments in the Response filed 8/1/06 (page 2, 
line 11 - page 4, line 5, particularly page 3, lines 8-10 and 
page 3, line 17 - page 4, line 5) with respect to claims 40-41 
have been fully considered and are persuasive.
